Naturally the nation counts the anniversary of the birth 
of Washington as one of the most important of the days it 
observes in memory of men who have helped to shape the 
destiny of the nation. 
Washington was fittingly called the 
father of his country and no one has ever disputed his right 
to the title. 
His leadership of the ragged handful of colonial volun­ 
teers during the seven years of the Revolution was in iteslf 
an achievement that would entitle him to a high place among 
the military commanders of the world. 
Ragged and starving! 
the men clung to him and the cause of American freedom 1 
when by all processes of reasoning their cause was hopeless. 
They were called upon to do battle with the well disciplined 
and well fed troops of Great Britian and gave a good account 
of themselves on every battlefield. 
With his small force 
Washington had to use the best of strategy to hold his own 
against the overwhelming odds and at each crisis succeeded 
in restoring the confidence of his men and of the nation. 
He 
won few victories. 
In fact. he was defeated oftener than he 
was victorious but he usually made the British pay dearly 
for their victories and through his activity kept most of the 
enemy’s army cooped up in some city the greater part of the 
time in constant fear of his harassing tactics. 
Several times 
the British might have utterly destroyed his forces had they 
attacked, but W’ashington’s tactics kept them in such a state 
of bewilderment that they either never knew this or else 
feared to bring matters to an issue.

RIO DE JANERIO.— For 
pose of promoting a more favorable 
opinion than Brazil at present en­ 
joys in foreign financial circles, the 
government has invited a British 
mission of financial and economic 
experts to visit this country. 
The uneasiness over the Brazil­ 
ian financial situation, as indicated 
by low quotation on Brazilian bonds 
and falling exchange, in the opinion 
of the Brazilian government, is not 
justified by the economic conditions 
and vast resources of the country. 
The foreign mission was invited 
to enable first hand investigation by 
experts chosen by the foreign inves­ 
tigators themselves. It is the confi­ 
dent belief of government officials 
that when the true conditions are 
thus reported to the foreign money 
markets, confidence in Brazil and its 
future will be restored. 
A British mission was chosen be­ 
cause British capital predominates 
in foreign investments in Brazil. 
One of the semi-official declara­ 
tions concerning the visiting mission 
estimated Brazil’s total production 
this year, agricultural, mineral and 
industrial, at 12,000,000 contos of 
reis, of slightly more than one mil­ 
lion dollars at the present exchange.

Naturally the nation counts the anniversary of the birth 


of. Washington as one of the most important of the days it 
observes in memory of men who have helped to shape the 
destiny of the nation. Washington was fittingly called _the 
father of his country and no oho has ever disputed his right 
to the title. 
' 


His leadership of the ragged handful of colonial volun- 


•teors during- the seven years of the Revolution was in iteslf 
an achievement that would entitle him to a high place among 
the military commanders of the world. Ragged and starving 
the men clung to him and the cause of American freedom 
when by all processes of reasoning- their cause was hopetess. 
They were called upon to do battle1 with the well disciplined 
and'well fed troops of Great Britjan and gave ft good account], 
of themselves on every battlefield. 
With his small force 


Washington had to use the best of strategy to hold his own 
against the overwhelming odds and a.t each crisis- succeeded 
in restoring the confidence of his men and of the nation. 
He 


won few victories. 
In fact, he was defeated oftener than he 


was victorious but he usually made the British pay dearly 
for their victories and through his activity kept most of the 
enemy's army cooped up in some city the greater part of the 
time- in constant 'fear of his harrassing tactics. Several times 
the British might have utterly destroyed his forces had they 
attacked, but Washington's tactics kept them in such a state 
of bewilderment that they either never know this or else 
feared to bring matters'to an issue. 


However,'freeing the country from British nilo_was only | 


the beginning. A stable government had to be o^nnized and | 
financed. . Washington was. tho president of the convention 
that drew up the American constitution and then as presi- 
dent he put it into operation and .guided the destinies of the 
new nation until the ship of state was sailing on an even keel.' 


Washington is a splendid exampje of a man who worked 


from a sense of duty. 
One of the wealthiest men of the 


country he might have enjoyed a life o'f- ease but at each call 
from his people he laid aside his own business and took up 
the burdens of the public. 
He had no personal ambition that 


caused him to ask for anything, it was just a case of respond- 
ing to the call of duty. 
When his work, was completed it 


was with a sense of relief that he retired to enjoy a well 
earned rest but even then it appeared that he would' be need- 
ed again. 'War with France appeared imminent and Wash- 
ington accepted the appointment as commander-in-chief of 
the American armies. Fortunately the war'was averted and 
he died as a man of peace, just as he would Tiave desjred. 


Washington was not a man without faults. • He was 


only human after all, but in the face of his splendid service 
and great example to succeeding ge»erations the world re- 
members him -for his many virtues and as one 'Of the out- 
standing heroes of all time.

Busby First President. 


It was while the State Democratic 


convention was in session, on the 
22nd day of February, 1912, that 
the several young men mentioned 
above, all students of the University 
of Oklahoma, met and decided to 
perfect a Young Men's organization 
in order to assist and further to the 
utmost degree, the interest of the 
Democratic party. The idea was the 
outgrowth of a mock convention at 
the University of Oklahoma, held to 
nominate a president of the United 
States. The suggestion of forming 
the organization of Young Demo- 
crats, is said to have first been 
made by Orel liusby, now of Ada. 
At the request of these men, Luth- 
er Harrison, then reading clerk of 
the Senate, announced to the Demo- 
cratic State convention, assembled 
at the City auditorium in Oklahoma I 
City, that a meeting of young men! 
would take Place that day in the| 
banquet rooms of the Lee-Huckins' 
Hotel In that city to further plans 
for the organization which had al- 
ready had its beginning at the Uni- 
versity a few days prior. According- 
ly, pursuant to thai announcement, 
the first meeting of young demo- 
crats was held on that day, Febru- 
ary 22. 1912, attended by a large 
number of 
representative 
young, 


men, from all parts of the state. 
The name selected for the organiz- 
ation was, The Young Men's League 
of Democratic Clubs of Oklahoma. 
Orel Busby was elected president; 
W. B. Richards, secretary-treasurer; 
W. N. Randolph, porresponding sec- 
retary. A constitution was formu- 
lated and adopted, together with by- 
laws, and the newly created organi- 
zation was adjourned to meet again 
the following year on February 22 
1913 at Oklahoma City.

Under the State organization so 


formed, city and county clubs were 
organized in the various cities and 
counties- of the state throughout the 
following year; among these were 
the Oklahoma County club.

BRAZIL INVITES PROBE 


OF HER NATURAL 
Hi 


(By OH Aiiociated PrtM) 


RIO DE JANERIO.—For the pur- 


pose of promoting a more favorable 
opinion than Brazil at present en- 
joys in foreign financial circles, the 
government has .invited a British 
mission of financial and economic 
experts to visit this country. 


The uneasiness over the Brazil- 


ian financial situation, as indicated 
by low quotation on Brazilian bonds 
and falling exchange, in the opinion 
of the Brazilian government, is not 
justified by the economic conditions 
and vast resources of the country. 


The foreign mission was invited 


to enable first hand investigation by 
experts chosen by the foreign Inves- 
tigators themselves. It is the confi- 
dent belief of government officials 
that when the true conditions are 
thus reported to the foreign money 
markets, confidence in Brazil and its 
future will be restored. 


A British mission was chosen be- 


cause British capital predominates 
in foreign investments In Brazil. 


One of the semi-official declara- 


tions concerning the visiting mission 
estimated Brazil's total production 
this year, agricultural, mineral and 
industrial, at 12,000,000 contos o£ 
rels, of slightly more than one mil- 
lion dollars at the present exchange.

He 
won few victories. In fact, he was defeated oftener than he 
va victorious but he usually made the British pay dearly 
for their victories and through his activity kept most of he

the British might have utterly destroyed hi. forces had they 
attacked, but Washington's tactics kept them ,n ^ch.^ state 
of bewilderment that they either never knew this or else 
feared to bring matters to an issue.

the beginning. A stable government had to be organized and 
financed 
Washington was the president of the contention 


that drew up the American constitution and then _ as presi 
dent Tie nut it into operation and guided the destinies of the 
new nation until the ship of state was sailing on an even keel: 


Washington is a splendid example of a man who worked 


from a sense of duty. One of the wealthiest men of the 
country he might have enjoyed a life of. ease but at each call 
from his people he laid aside his own business ami took up 
the burdens of the public. He had.no personal amhttwn that 
caused him to ask for anything, it was just a case of resppnd- 
ine to the call of duty. When his work was completed it 
was with a sense of relief that he retired to enjoy a well 
earned rest but even then it Appeared that he would be need- 
ed again. 
War with France appeared imminent and Wash- 


ington accepted the" appointment as coramander-m-chie. 01 
the American armies. Fortunately the war was averted and 
he died as a man of peace, just as he would have desjred. 


Washington was not a man without faults. 
He was 


only human after all, but in the face of his splendid service 
and great example to succeeding generations the world re- 
members him for his many virtues and as one of the out- 
standing heroes of all time.

RIO DE JANERIO.—For the pur- 


pose of promoting a more favorable 
opinion than Brazil at present en- 
joys in foreign.financial circles, the 
government has invited a British 
mission of .financial and economic 
experts to visit this Country. 


The uneasiness over the Brazil- 


ian financial situation, as indicated 
by' low quotation on Brazilian bonds 
and falling exchange, in the opinion 
of the Brazilian government, is not 
justified by the economic conditions 
and vast resources of the country. 


The foreign mission was invited 


to enable first hand investigation by 
experts' chosen by the foreign inves- 
tigators themselves. It is the confi- 
dent belief of government official? 
that -when the true conditions are 
thus reported to the foreign money 
markets, confidence in Brazil and its 
future will be restored.' 


A British mission was chosen be- 


cause British capital predominates 
in foreign investments in Brazil. 


One of the semi-official declara- 


tions concerning the visiting mission 
estimated Brazil's total production 
this year, agricultural, mineral and 
industrial, at 12,000,000 contos of 
reis, of slightly more than one mil- 
lion dollars at the present exchange-
